Ample police protection for school 
children participating in the annual 
Memorial Day parade on Friday a f t ­ 
ernoon was promised this morning by 
Frank R. Peckman, president of the 
borough council and acting burgess 
during the absence of Burgess W il­ 
liam E. Ol'nger. 
For several years, according to Mr. 
Peekmen, parents have been hesitant 
about allowing their children to take 
part :n the Memorial Day narade, be­ 
cause they feared accidents with the 
increased motor traffic in town on 
that day. 
This year, two State nolicrmen and 
th r e e motorcycle natrolmen will flag­ 
men* an increased town force of five 
men to f tirni h the needed protect*'on 
for the school children, Mr. Peckman 
said. 
A rrangem ents have been com­ 
pleted with the ten m er for their 
rervi-es throughout the day and pnr- 
t ’eularly during and afte r the parade, 
when traffic is the heaviest. 
Not only will thet children he nro- 
fected during the nam de. hut thev 
will ’n* taken care of afterw ard, th*’ 
acting burgess declared. 
It is planked 
this year to have the children march 
'n the street instead of on the side­ 
walks, as has been the custom for 
several years. 
The school children will gather at 
the Meade school building at I o’clock 
for the parade to the National Feme- 
tery which will get under w ay so as 
to reach the burying ground, w here 
exercises will be held, at 2 o’clock. 
Ax usual, the school children will c arry 
bouquets of cut flowers to strew on the 
graves of the Civil W a r dead who lie 
buried in the National Cemetery. 
The principal address at the ceme­ 
tery will he delivered by Congress­ 
man William D. U pshaw, of A tlanta, 
Georgia, who is described as an “ unre­

bearing H. Grind el I Matthews to Paris 
for negotiations with a French firm 
for the sale of his “death ray” inven­ 
tion left Tuesday a minute before a 
solicitor arrived at the Croydon Air­ 
tim e bearing a notice that the high 
court had granted a tem porary in­ 
junction to prevent the sale without 
the consent of three claimants who 
alleged they owned a 52 per cent 
share in the invention.
